A meeting of the Associated Chambers of 
Commerge of the Free State will be held 
in Dublin to-day, when the general 
economic situation of the country is likely 
to be discussed at some length. Last year 
a diversion was caused by the Cork repre- 
sentatives, who Jlivened the proceedings 
considerably by their demand for the 
abolition of the income tax. That dis- 
cussion served to focus public attention 
on the all-important problem of taxation, 
although Cork did not succeed in the 
achievement of its immediate object. The 
need for reduced taxation is even greater 
to-day than it was a year ago. During 
the last. twelve months production has 
declined in almost every branch of the 
agricultural industry. Exports have fallen 
in an alarming manner; the cattle trade 
has dropped to a level that is causing the 
gravest anxiety to thoughtful Irishmen, 
and exports are being outstripped steadily 
by imports in the race for control of the 
national balance sheet, When the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce meet in Dublin 
these facts must be faced. No good pur 
pose can be served by a pretence that all 
is well with the country’s economy, or by 
the expression of pious hopes that next 
year may cee the turn of the tide. Not 
cnly is the national income decreasing, but 
the nation actually is starting to make 
inroads on its savings. The business men 
know where the remedy lies, and their 
duty to-day will be to demand its imme- 
diate application. 

It has been argued that there is no cause 
for alarm in the Free State, as the plight 
of other countries is just as bad. When, 
however, one comes to examine the position 
of the Free State’s rivals for the. British 
market, and especially of the other 
Domifiions, one quickly discovers the 
this contention. Take the 
Canada. With a population 
of nine millions, the Dominion’s total

year amounted -to 1,248,000,000 dollars, 
while exports exceeded imports by no less 
than 181,243,000 dollars. The export of 
farm produce for this period came to 
420,602,000 dollars, and during the year 
Canada took sixth place among the foreign 
trading nations of the world, being sur- 
passed only by Britain, the United States, 
France, Germany, and British India. Her 
export trade has been multiplied sixfold 
since 1900; and every year it is increasing. 
Traffic in live cattle between Canada and 
the British market is developing with 
remarkable speed; and, despite their 
growing prosperity, the Canadian people 
are insisting on tax abatements. The 
farmers are ‘straining every nerve to 
secure pride of place for their produce 
in the British market: and the fact that 
Britain already absorbs 37 per cent. of 
their large exports constitutes a serious 
warning to the Irish producer. In many 
ways Canada is an even more dangerous 
competitor than Denmark. She has an 
alternative market in the United States 
for. her surplus production, and, . conse 
quently, can cut prices in the British 
market to a level at which the Irish 
farmer cannot afford to compete with her. 
Australia’s exports for the year 1924- 
1925 reached £161,000,000 ; her. imports 
canie to £157,000,000, ‘and her economist. 
are grumbling because the gap between 
the two branches of her foreign trade is 
so small. Three years ago the Federal 
income tax was £5 Os. 1ld. per capita. 
Now it is £1 12s, 2d., and still the people 
are not satisfied. In New Zealand the 
last Budget showed a balance of £1,250,000 
on the right side. During the twelve months 
which ended last June exports amounted 
to #£57,500,000, as against imports of 
£51,000,000, for a population which is; 
roughly, the size of that of Northern Ire- 
land. New Zealand’s butter is ousting 
Trish butter from the British market in 
spite of the fact that Wellington is 14,000 
miles away from London.

Morocco and Egypt. 

Marshal Pétain has returned to Paris 
from Madrid, where he consulted with the 
‘Spanish war chiefs on the situation in 
‘Morocco. Meanwhile it is reported that 
Abdel Krim has summoned a meeting 
of the tribal]: chiefs. who are supporting 
his pretensions. “These conferences ‘on 
either side» probably betoken an early 
renewal of military action. Already the 
town of Tetuan has been shelled once 
more from an undetected artillery base in 
the Riff mountains. Heavy storms. still 
are raging in Northern Africa, and prevent 
military movements on a large scale in 
the contested territory. In a monta or 
six weeks, however, the truce which Nature 
imposed will be broken, and when the 
winter rains cease the contest will be 
resumed. It would be foolhardy to 
prophesy sure and swift victory for the 
European c-ms, but the prospects of the 
insurgent tribes are gloomy. Last year 
General Prinio de Rivera himself took 
command of the reorganised Spanish forces 
and effected. a daring landing to the north 
of the Riff stronghold, while the seasoned 
French soldier, Marshal Pétain, led the 
complementary forces attacking from -the 
south. “The winter rains intervened just 
when resistance seemed about to collapse. 
Abdel Krim trusted, apparently, that the 
political and economic crisis in France 
would induce a reluctance to renew a 
costly campaign. The doubtful popularity 
of the Spanish Directory also may have 
encouraged hope of a weakened determina- 
tion to fight the war to a finish. Time has 
proved a bad ally. France has ridden 
through her difficulties, and the Spanish 
dictatorship has yielded place to constitu- 
tional government. A humiliating surrender 
by either of these great nations to the 
Islamic tribesmen would have worked injury 
to European interests throughout Northern 
Africa and the Near East. Britain s 
difficulties in Egypt would be intensified 
if Abdel Krim should triumph. It is re- 
ported: that Zaghlul Pasha has modified 
his hostility to Britain, and wishes to see 
the Egyptian Parliament summoned once 
more. A year ago the majority of deputies 
supported that intransigent leader and 
threatened a rupture’ of the Anglo 
Egyptian settlement. King Fuad. dis- 
solved Parliament forthwith, and thus 
prevented the supersession of the existing | 
Government by a Zaghlulist Cabinet. 
Since then the malcontents have met in 
illegal. assemblies and have denounced the 
existing Government, Moderate Egyptian 
Nationalists joined with the majority, and 
the Government has found some difficulty 
in securing public co-operation. An ugly 
situation, therefore, has arisen ; and, unless 
Zaghlul Pasha is in earnest ifi his reported 
willingness to respect British interests, 
the deadlock is likely to issue in a waste- 
ful and futile quarrel. All Europe should 
be of one mind in resisting the lowering 
of the prestige of European nations among 
the less highly developed peoples of Africa 
and Asia. 


** Picture’ Policies. 


The Federation of British Industries has 
published the details of its draft bill for 
the encouragement of British films. The 
basis of the bill is a compulsory “quota” 
system, under which exhibitors would show 
a definite proportion of British films at 
every performance. It is suggested that, 
in the case of renters, the proportion ol 
British films to foreign films shall be 
eventually as much as three feet against 
five feet, and, in the case of exhibitors, 
as much as 475 per cent. against 525 
per cent. the British industry itself seems 
to be almost equally divided on the policy 
of the “quota.” In a recent plebiscite 
the ‘‘quota’’ was supported by 45 per cent. 
of those who voted, and was opposed by 
55 per cent., while one thousand exhibitors 
did not vote at all. There is a strong 
body of opinion which resists the ‘‘ quota '' 
on ‘wo grounds—that it would do nothing 
to secure foreign markets, which can be 
won only by merit; and that its aim 's 
not better films, but merely the compulsory 
exhibition of British films of any quality. 
The counter-proposal of this party is a 
policy which’ would encourage British 
films, not simply because they , were 
British, but because they. were good. This 
policy, as The Times says, implies the 
existence of ‘an advisory council, appointed 
by the Government, to assist in the neces- 
sary task of differentiation ; and various 
ways are suggested in which the Govern- 
ment might encourage films which would 
receive the approval of the advisory council. 
For instance, it might take the film 
industry under the egis of the Trade 
Facilities Act or it might maintain a 
central British studio, to which genuine 
expérimentalists would be admitted at less 
than commercial rates. The advocates of 
the “‘quota’’ retort that their policy 
is setting the German industry on 
its feet - without any loss of artistic 
quality.. Unfortunately, while the two 
parties wrangle, the British picture-houses 
are becoming involved more tightly every 
day in the grip of Hollywood.. Probably 
nothing’ will be done until the Govern- 
ment adopts a definite policy and imposes 
it on the industry. Ar unanswerable case 
for the Government's intervention is estab- 
lished by the fact that the weekly attend- 
ances at cinematograph halls in Great 
Britain reach the gigantic total of thirty

zeal of the Civic Guard seems to have won 


a very inadequate support from the district 
justices and magistrates of the twenty-six 
counties. Only five of the 1,055 persons 
who were found guilty of the cowardly 
offence of cruelty to animals were sentenced 
to terms of imprisonment. The total 
amount of the fines imposed on the con- 
victed persons was £738 5s., which repre- 
sents the trifling:sum of about fourteen 
shillings per conviction. To sensitive 
people the contrast between the figure of 
£788 and the vast amount of pain and 
misery for which the 1,055 convictions 
stand will appear nothing less than 
appalling. We do not think that the 
Trishman of the poorer class, whether 
peasant or town-dweller, is by nature a 
cruel person ; ‘but he has inherited habits 


of indifference to the sufferings of the 


brute creation. He must be educated out 
of these habits; and so long as he seas 
that educated persons, such as magistrates, 
take. a light view of the offence of crvelty 
to animals the process of his education 
will be slow. We hope that in the present 
year the average of fines in these cases will 
be increased larzely, and that every case 
of deliberate cruelty will be punished with 
imprisonment. In the meanwhile we con- 
gratulate the Civic Guard. 
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DUBLIN UNIVERSITY 
DRAMATIC SOCIETY. 


“A BUTTERFLY ON THE 
WHEEL.”’ 


In various plays chosen for performance 
by the Dublin University Dramatic Society in 
the past few years, Miss Phyllis Wakely had 
given proof of resources in acting beyond 
what is commonly found among amateurs. 
Still, it was a bold step for the Society to 
stage. “‘ A Butterfly on the Wheel ” and to 
trust to her lead in a play that owed its 
original success largely to the brilliant work 
of Miss Madge Titheradge, in the lead. 

The Society's confidence in Miss Wakely 
was not misplaced. She had complete 
success last night, and held pre-eminence in 
@ production that was altogether to the 
credit of the Society. 

The play is well known. Briefly recalled, 

its scheme is as follows:—The young wife of 
an ambitious politician is trapped in a com- 
promising situation with a friend who, from 
her point of view, was an attractive man, 
who amused her while her husband pursued 
his quest of political honours. The first half 
of the play shows Peggy caught in a net of 
circumstances that damage bé reputation, 
though not her character. The play has its 
climax, however, in the third act, where the 
relentless cross-examination by counsel, in 
her husband’s petition for divorce, opens 
her simple mind to the fact that her own 
consciousness of innocence can be of no avail 
against the construction given to the circum- 
stances by the world. 
_.The scene is the divorce court, and she is 
in the witness box. When full understanding 
of her position sweeps over her she is moved 
to a frenzy of protest, and collapses at the 
close of a passionate outburst against the in- 
justice to women of “ man-made law.”’ The 
episode is a clever piece of stage-craft, and 
it is interesting to recall that the play was 
written by two barristers, one of whom was 
also deep in politics. 

Miss Wakely rose finely to the height of 
that climax, and used convincing art in show- 
ing the rapid transition from’ something like 
jauntiness, when first she faced the rt 


from the box, to the d r of & trapped 
creature, as the completeness of tlie case 
inst her was revealed. ‘Her declaination 


of the passages of protest was thrilling, and 
there was not one false note in the emotional 
stress of the last moments of the scene. 

The co-respondent is silent in the Divorce 
Court scene; but he is an important character 
in otuer parts of the play, and Mr. E. David- 
son’s acting in that character occurs next 
for praise. It is in some degree a sinister 
character, but, on the other hand, the man’s 
attraction for Peggy, to the extent that she 
holds to her respect and affection for him, 
even through the damning version of his 
actions unfolded to her by counsel must not 
be incomprehensible to the audience. Mr. 
Davidson made of Collingwood a character 
that fitted these conditions, and by his ease 
of acting satisfied the audience that the part 
was in good hands. 

Sir Robert Tate claims attention for record 
of the convincing exhibition of forensic 
dominance given by him in the Court scene. 
The great moments of the play are to be 
found ir the cross-examination of Pe by 
her husband’s leading counsel, and Sir Robert 
Tate was fully alive to the opportunities of 
his part. Mr. J. Hanna was the judge, and 
others who figured in the scene were Mr. J. 
K. McCarthy Morrough and Mr. R. H. 
Mitchell, as other counsel; and Mr. F. W. 
Koeings as foreman of a jury, of which the 
members were cleverly individualised. The 
Court scene, it was observed, was acted by 
everybody on the stage, and not merely by 
those who had speaking parts. Attentions of 
that kind does teil in performance. 

In other characters of the play there were 
individual performers who would. have 
qualified for particular praise had they not 
been surpassed, as they were. by the two or 
three leading players. Mr. L. Keatinge, as 
the husband; Miss D. Bradley, as Pauline; 
and Miss N. Lumsden,as Lady Attwill,were not 
less than competent; and Mr. H. Q. Nobyle’s 
character of Lord Ellerdine, though not on 
expected lines, was, at all events, amusing. 

That the play went so well at its first 
performance by the Society was, doubtless, 
the affair, in great degree, of Mr. Herbert 
Bailey, the producer. The piece is well 
staged.

NIGHT NURGE’S EXPERIENCE. 

Robert 5. Gillespie, night male nurse in 
the Abercorn Hospital, gave evidence to the 
efiect that when he came on duty at nine 
o’clock on the 19th November the pétient 
Ross was under full restraint. He was tossing 
about, talking and shouting, and would have 
been violent had he not been restrained. 
When the witness removed the restraint at 
four o'clock in the morning to bath the 
patient he resisted and struek at him. He 
tried to get out of bed, and the witness had 
to hold him until assistance came. They were 
troubled to hold Ross, who tried to bite the 
witness, and seemed to be absolutely wild. 
With considerable difficulty he washed the 
patient, and when he went off duty in the 
morning he was still noisy, and was struggling 
with the sheets. He was fairly quiet the 
following evening when the witness went on 
duty, and on the suggestion of the head 
nurse they took off the restraint and he slept 
fairly well. In the morning, when the wit- 
ness went to make the bed, Ross struck and 
kicked at him, and became so violent that the 
restraint had to be applied immediately,
